Maxi Problems Locally 


Members of town departments 
and commissions have been re- 
quested to meet with the select- 
men Monday night to discuss use 
of town owned land with regard 
particularly to suchthings as mini- 
bikes. 

Town Manager J. Maynard 
Austin said this week, that: the 
problem of mini-bikes is a great 
one and thus the decision to call 
together such departments as the 
public works, conservation com- 
mission, recreation department, 
police and fire officials, school 
authorities and the selectmen. 

Almost daily there are com- 
plaints logged in the police station 
with regard to mini-bikes, Austin 
said. 

The problem is not somuchuse, 
but abuse of town property, such 
as conservation land, watershed 


areas and park department 
properties. 
Motorcycles and _ mini-bikes 


seem to be the major problem, the 
manager said. 

He feels apolicy must be adopted 
by the local authorities with regard 
to the properties. 

Should the use of town owned

properties be open to just a seg- 
ment of the population or open to 
all seems to be the basic problem, 
Austin said. 

As for the mini-bikes, the 
manager noted that many are 
operated by youngsters underage 
and are not registered, thus ad- 
ditional problems. i 

Some have been operated on 
sidewalks, according to some com- 
plainants. 

The manager feels the matter 
must be discussed in a similar 
vein as the snowmobiles were 
during controversy this past 
winter. 

The conservation commission 
first prohibited use of snowmobiles 
on their properties, then restricted 
operation of the vehicles to a few 
of their holdings. 

Mini-bikes and motorcycles 
have been operated, not only on 
conservation property, but on some 
town park lands as well, as the 
weather has improved. 

The selectmen meeting with the 
various department heads and of- 
ficials Monday night, are expected 
to come up with some firm policy 
regarding the matter.

The main topic under discussion 
last night is explained in the fol- 
lowing letter, sent by the Boosters 
to parents of AHS students. That 
text; 

‘In view of the rising cost of 
having organized athletics on an 
inter-school level, and the inef- 
fectiveness of the town to provide 
new football jerseys, we of the 
Andover Boosters, in line with 
our purpose in the community, 
are undertaking the organization 
and running of the football pro- 
gram (booklet) as a way of ob- 
taining the financial means to 
provide the team withnew jerseys.

‘Basically, this letter is an 
appeal to you as a parent to help 
us by becoming a sponsor of Foot- 
ball financig]ly, and also become an 
active member in the Andover 
Boosters.”’

teachers with the system’s new 
math program -- Individualized 
Mathematics System (IMS) -- 
which will be used throughout the 
Andover elementary school system 
in the fall, They also have re- 
quested room for teachers from 
other Massachusetts towns to ob- 
serve and participate in the 
workshop and some have already 
applied. 

Superintendent Dr. Kenneth R. 
Seifert reports that the board of 
education is keenly interested in 
Andover’s adoption of the indi- 
vidualized math program, and in 
the planning and staff involvement 
through teachers ‘nservice pro- 
grams which preceded the move. 
Seifert quotes Commissioner Neil 
Sullivan as saying that Andover’s 
continuous progress education 
in math and reading is ‘‘oneofthe 
bright spots in the state.’’ 

The IMS Training Workshop will 
be held at West Elementary School, 
June 23-25. Letting the children 
out early will free this facility 
for the workshop, and free the 
elementary math teachers inother 
schools to attend. The workshop 
will be run by J. W. Knight, 
elementary and secondary direc- 
tor and William Harris, aprogram 
associate, from the Regional Edu- 
cational Laboratory of the 
Carolinas and Virginia, which de- 
veloped the IMS package. 

The IMS Math Training Work- 
shop will describe the purposes and 
implications of individualized in- 
struction, andfamiliarize teachers 
with the IMS materials and tech- 
niques -- placement and screen- 
ing tests and compilation of pupil 
profiles, which enable a teacher to 
prescribe individual assignments 
from the IMS package for each 
student at his own level and pace, 
regardless of his school grade. 

The IMS math program was 
chosen by Andover administrators 
and teachers because it was a 
refinement of another math pro- 
gram they had admired, and 
furthermore the assignments and 
other materials are laminated in 
plastic for erasing and re-use, 
which drastically cuts the per- 
pupil cost over a three or five 
year period. 

Andover isn’t waiting until fall 
to begin using the non-graded math 
program. Shortly after the work- 
shop the program will be initiated 
at the elementary summer school. 
Elementary summer school Prin- 
cipal Robert Shapiro told the 
TOWNSMAN he had six teachers 
who will have participated in the 
training workshop, ready to teach 
the IMS math program. Shapiro 
said there still were openings 
in the summer school for academic 
subjects and also many student- 
oriented activities and skills. The 
summer school begins July 6 at 
West Elementary School.

Vacation 
Survey 
Underway 


The school administration is 
considering changing the school 
calendar in order to close schools 
earlier in June next year. The 
standard closing would be June 26. 
Assistant Superintendent VaughnI, 
Clapp has sent six alternative 
school calendars home to parents, 
asking for their preferences, 

The survey is in response to 
suggestions from inside and out- 
side the system that two vaca- 
tions after Christmas are 
unnecessary, particularly with the 
present Monday-holiday law that 
guarantees students a number of 
three-day weekends. ™ 

The feeling that school last 
too long in June is of course 
universal with students, but it 
also has support from teachers 
who have summer teaching or 
study commitments that often start 
immediately. Many Andover 
mothers have complained that the 
winter and spring vacations occur 
too close together for children’s 
appreciation or benefit, that a 
single March vacation and earlier 
June closing would be preferable. 

Ex-committeeman William 
Doherty long ago stated flatly that 
‘‘Virtually no learning takes place 
after June !’? A further influence 
is the word from families moving 
into the system from other states 
that the two weeks of vacation after 
December are peculiar to New 
England. 

The administration’s alternative 
calendars include the standardAn- 
dover school calendar, a calendar 
offering a single March vacation 
instead of the February and April 
vacations, and a more exotic cal- 
endar which gives no week-long 
vacations at all after December, 
but instead provides Friday-Mon- 
day four day vacations on all major 
holiday weekends after Christmas 
vacation. 

Then, because Labor Day falls 
late again this year, Clapp’s al- 
ternatives also include a choice 
of school opening dates -- either 
the standard Thursday after Labor 


Day (Sept. 9) or the Tuesday 
before, (Sept. 7). The six re- 
sulting alternatives would let 


school out next June anywhere from 
June 16 to June 26. 

A decisiononthe school calendar 
is expected soon after the results 
of the family survey are in. 


Require Physicals 


A reminder to parents that 
students are required to have a 
physical exam at the following 
grades: Kindergarten, grades 3, 
7 and 10, 

All students who participate in 
any varsity sport are required 
to have a yearly physical. 

Because of the strenuous 
physical education program, the 
school requests that all students 
in the junior and senior high have 
an annual physical. 

Any student who is unable to 
participate in the physical educa- 
tion program must present a medi- 
cal excuse from the family 
physician at the beginning of each 
school year. 

Physical exam blanks and dental 
cards have been distributed in all 
the schools. 

The family physician should 
do the examination if possible. For 
the sake of the physician it is 
requested not to wait until Septem- 
ber to make an appointment.

Class of ’71-a beginning 


The Class of 1971. Itisa 
different world they enter com- 
pared to the world of 1967 when 
they entered college. And in large 
measure they had a part in the 
change. 

Those who have plugged 
their way through engineering or 
related fields will have a difficult 
time finding a job in one of those 
exotic industries along Rte. 128 this 
year. 

And yet this is what the 
Class of 1971 has moved for all 
along. When they entered college 
the Vietnam war was at its height. 
There were 500,000 American ser- 
vicemen in Southeast Asia. The 
makers of the war machine were 
pumping out the bullets, the rock- 
ets and the radar sets. There was a 
barrel of research and develop- 
ment money around for the makers 
of new weapons. And everyone 
was fat. But the Class of 1971 was 
not happy. 

Class of ’71 changed that. 
In’67 and ’68 effective demonstra- 
tions against the war in Vietnam 
began. There were few middle- 
aged ladies in sneakers or gentle- 
men with attache cases at those 
affairs in those days. Mostly, they 
were college students who opposed 
the war alone. And by 1968 the 
class was out to defeat a President 
to change the United States’ policy 
in Vietnam. The target that year 
was Lyndon Johnson and they 


defeated him. They could not elect 
a candidate of their own. 

But they did change the 
policy and now there are 14,500 
men being brought home every 
month from Vietnam. Again, the 
Class of 1971 may not be pleased 
with the progress but there is no 
doubt about the final outcome.

Class of ’71 backed a new 
hero whose name was Ralph 
Nader, who has been called, with 
his college “raiders”, the fifth 
branch of government, if you count 
the press as the fourth. 

And so the Cla8s of ’71 has 
changed our minds about war. We 
are now coming home from Viet- 
nam. We have begun to make lim- 
ited progress on the talks for arms 
limitations with the Soviet Union. 
We have begun to care a little more 
about our rivers and our air. We 
are trying to give the consumer a 
break. For a change we have regu- 
latory agencies in Washington 
being made to think about 
regulating. 

The Class of ’71 had a hand 
in all this. It may be the best 
commencement yet.

community and the home -- the 
present tendency of families to 
be pulling apart, adults and young 
people having less to do with each 
other, with some kids floundering, 
and the peer group now exerting 
almost a dominant control on stu- 
dents’ behavior. 

Seifert cites a great need for 
‘getting together as a community, 
providing programs which promote 
the association of adults with young 
people, whether it’s simply a 
father - son, mother - daughter 
recreational event, or a program of 
more serious educational or social’ 
intent. 

Seifert will discuss the need 
for some continuing education be- 
yond high school in the Greater 
Lawrence community for the 13th 
and 14th year, as an alternative 
to a students immediately entering 
either an expensive four-year uni- 
versity boarding experience, orthe 
fulltime job market, upon high 
school graduation. He said it 
could be community college, jun- 
ior college, or some combination 
of intellectual work and practical 
training or job. ' 

Both the superintendent and the 
overflow audience at last week’s 
school committee meeting stres- 
sed the need for fuller communica- 
tion between the schools and the 
community, and Dr. Seifert pledged 
at that time to make a status 
report to the community before the 
end of the school year. 

‘‘Whether anyone shows up to 
hear it or not,” Seifert said, 
‘I feel obligated to give the town 
this report, and my recommenda- 
tions.”’ 

The meeting will begin at 7:30 
p.m. in the auditorium of the East 
Junior High School.
